Opening Talks 
Being Heard 
Before Trial 
CLEVELAND UP)—The state and 
the defense, with their preliminary 
scuffling completed, were mak ing 
their opening statements today in 
the murder trial of Dr. Samuel H. 
Sheppard. 
The state, seek ing to convict the 
30-year-old osteopath of clubbing 
his pregnant wife to death July 4 
after an alleged affair with pretty 
Susan Hayes, made the first state­ 
ment. The defense contends Mari­ 
lyn Sheppard, 31, was k illed by a 
bushy-haired stranger. 
Sheppard visited his house on 
the shore of Lak e Erie yesterday 
during a jury tour of the murder 
scene. He clenched his fists and 
bit his lirs as he 
walk ed 
with 
misty eyes through the home. 
Three times he burst into tears. 
The first was when he saw an old ! 
and yellowed teddy bear on top of 
a dresser. The toy once had belong­ 
ed to his son Chip, 7, now staying 
with an uncle. 
He cried again when he walk ed 
into another room to face a photo­ 
graph of his son, and once more 
while standing outside the house 
ie had not seen since a few days 
after the slaying. 
Yesterday, the 12th day of the 
trial, moved swiftly after a long 
tussle over seating of the jury. 
If he is convicted of first degree 
murder, a death sentence would be 
mandatory unless the jury recom­ 
mended mercy. A recommendation 
of mercy would 
save Sheppard 
from the electric 
chair 
but 
he 
would be sentenced to life in prison.

A. Hoban, vice president of the 
tire and equipment division. 
‘The tubeless tire will become 
[standard for every thing from pas­ 
senger car to airplane to farm 
tractor,” say s Goody ear’s presi­ 
dent, E. J. Thomas. 
Most 1955 model cars will come 
►quipped with tubeless tires, the 
I rubber industry say s. The next step 
is to sell the tubeless to owners 
of older models as replacements. 
Goodrich expects half of its re­ 
placement sales this y ear will be 
of tubeless tires. Owners of the 
oldest jalopies probably will put 
up sales resistance to a tire that 
jo s ts more than the old-sty le cas- 
*ng. but as they disappear from the 
roads the inner tube may go with 
them. 
Firestone, U. S. Rubber, General 
ire & Rubber, and others are 
iIso in the scramble. 
Super highway s are expected to 
a strong selling point for the 
(tubeless. 
“ Hie new highway s mean higher 
speeds” Hoban points out. “And 
sustained high speed puts more 
Peat on a tire and increases the 
chance of a blowout. The tubeless 
tire rims cooler. And there’s no 
tube to chafe or wear out.”

last few months. Its first big boost, 
however, will come with many 
1955 cars using it as original equip­ 
m ent.

Pork , lamb and chick en get top 
billing this week as outstanding 
meat buy s for the budget-minded 
shopper. 
And to add a little variety , some 
stores 
around 
the 
country are 
featuring ham and veal. 
Housewives planning week - end 
menus are not lik ely to find many 
spectacular bargains in the choicer 
cuts of beef. However, church steak 
occupies a prominent spot among 
the “specials” being advertisted by 
some of the larger chains. 
Break fast sausage is a featured 
item in many cities. 
Canned tuna fish is available at 
bargain-basement prices, thank s to 
a huge increase in imports earlier 
in the y ear. 
“Specials” in pork this week in­ 
clude roast lion of pork and center 
cut chops. In lamb, prices are 
mark ed down in some areas on 
roast leg of lamb, rib and shoulder 
(but not loin) chops, and lamb for 
stewing. 
Chick en bargains can be bound 
in virtually all popular categories— 
roasting 
chick ens, 
broilers 
and 
fry ers, and fowl. 
While m eat price trends are not 
clearly 
defined, indications 
are 
that total meat supplies will be 
more than ifcjnple for the rest of 
1954. This y ear’s crop of spring 
pigs is 13 pdr cent more than last 


y ear’s; veal is in abundant supply . 
Department of Agriculture spe­ 
cialists predict Americans will eat 
more meat this y ear, with per 
capita consumption up about two 
pounds per person from 1953. Next 
y ear it may be even greater. 
Tak ing a quick look at the pro­ 
duce 
counter, 
prices 
of 
some 
staples lik e cabbage and potatoes 
are a shade higher this week , but 
still low enough to qualify as 
bargains. Mark eting ex perts list 
them in the category of “outstand­ 
ing buy s.” 
Most varieties of winter squash 
are plentiful and cheap, and tur­ 
nips remain a favored item for 
thrifty buy ing. 
“ Good” 
buy s 
include onions, 
cauliflower, sweet potatoes, west­ 
ern lettuce and Floy da cucumbers. 
Rich red tomatoes from California 
are being featured in some mid­ 
west and eastern mark ets. 
Emperor grapes from California 
and apples from the Eastern Sea­ 
board are among the best buy s in 
fresh fruits. Cantaloupes are scarce 
and generally higher in price, but 
most other melons are in good sup­ 
ply . Florida limes are reasonably 
priced and abundant. 
Egg prices are up again this 
week in some cities. Butter prices 
are mostly lower, but dealers with 
large stock s on their hands look for 
an increase in butter eating in the 
coming holiday season.

dled by Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
election as governor of New York 
in 1928 and his re-election in 1930, 
paving the way to 12 years in the 
White House. 
As returns rolled in, President 
Eisenhower told his news confer­ 
ence that sc far as he could see, 
the elections would have no ef­ 
fect one 
way 
or 
another 
on 
whether he will seek a second 
term in 1956.

was that there is plenty of time 


for the decision. He suggested 
newsmen wait and see what de­ 
velops. 
In Libertyville, III., Stevenson 
hailed the outcome as “a portent 
of things to come” (an obvious 
allusion to 1956) but he added 
that it had “nothing whatever to 
do with whether I’ll run again for 
the presidency.” 
In some respects, the results 
appeared to enhance Stevenson’s 
chances of heading the Demo­ 
cratic ticket two years 
hence. 


The party’s 1952 standard bearer 
stumped 
vigorously throughout 
the country in a 
drive to put 
Democrats back 
in 
control of 
Congress, and carried the brunt 
of the fight on the national level. 
In another sense, however, the 
Democratic upsurge cou)d make 
It harder for Stevenson. Demo­ 
cratic hopefuls may now figure 
the party’s chances for a presi­ 
dential victory in 1956 are bright, 
and that could touch off a free- 
for-all scramble for the nomina­ 
tion. 


Among “new faces” thrust into 
the national spotlight were 36- 
year-old George M. Leader, who 
won the governorship of Pennsyl­ 
vania by 250.000 votes to end 16 
years of Republican rule, and 
Michigan's newly elected Demo­ 
cratic Sen. Patrick

McNa­ 
mara. 
Meanwhile, Michigan’s 43-year- 
old Gov. G. Mennen (Soapy) Wil­ 
liams, heir 
to

millions, 
gained in prestige by winning a

landslide victory for re-election. 
A Democrat, 
Williams won

fourth term in 
the 
governor’s 
mansion, the first four-time win­ 
ner in Michigan’s history. 
Another “first” was scored by 
Ohio’s

only Democrat to gain high state 
office. He was sent back to the 
governor’s mansion for a fifth 
term. No other Ohio governor has 
served more than three terms. 
Still another first was chalked

Opening Talks

The state, seeking to convict the 
30-year-old osteopath of clubbing 
his pregnant wife to death July 4 
after an alleged affair with pretty 
Susan Hayes, made the first state­ 
ment. The defense contends Mari­ 
lyn Sheppard, 31, was killed by a 
bushy-haired stranger. 
Sheppard visited his house 
on 
the shore of Lake Erie yesterday 
during a jury tour of the murder 
scene. He clenched his fists and 
bit his Hrs as 
he 
walked 
with 
misty eyes through the home. 
Three times he burst into tears. 
The first was when he saw an old 
and yellowed teddy bear on top of 
a dresser. The toy once had belong­ 
ed to his son Chip, 7, now staying 
with an uncle. 
He cried again when he walked 
into another room to face a photo­ 
graph of his son, and once more 
while standing outside the house 
he had not seen since a few days 
after the slaying. 
Yesterday, the 12th day of the 
trial, moved swiftly after a long 
tussle over seating of tho jury. 
If he is convicted of first degree 
murder, a death sentence would be 
mandatory unless the jury recom­ 
mended mercy.

CLIFTON, Ari*.—It’s been 70 years since she saved this copper 
town from certain massacre, but at long last there may be a proper 
memorial raised to history-making Little Emma. 
Not that the townsfolk have forgotten about her. Until the old- 
timers told the story so unique in the annals of the old west, few 
people knew anything about Little Emma. Her 4% tons of iron and 
wood didn’t make the history books. 
However, it’s now firmly established that Little Emma Is the only 
locomotive in America that once saved a whole community from euro 
death at the hands of a bloodthirsty Apache Indian band. She not only 
stopped the impending massacre, but killed and wounded many 
Apaches, and routed the rest. 
Now that the story’s known, the 
people of Clifton are planning to 
raise a monument in the center 
of town, and top it with the little 
narrow-gauge engine on a section 
of original track.

WASHINGTON (JV-At this tim e, 
when politicians begin putting their 
own interpretations on T uesday’s 
elections, one conclusion is obvi­ 
ous and a second one seem s so. 
1. It w as a Republican defeat. 
The voters showed their dissatis­ 
faction with Republican control of 
Congress by turning the House and 
perhaps the Senate over to the 
D em ocrats. The final senate result 
m ay not be known until after som e 
recounting. 
2. The extraordinary narrow ness 
of the m argin was a pretty good 
sign the great m ajority of voters 
are not deeply disturbed by the 
state of the nation. 
If the people—as a whole—had 
been fear-ridden or in distress they 
would have expressd their m is­ 
givings or anger by giving the 
D em ocrats an overwhelm ing vic­ 
tory to change the direction. This 
they did not do. 
On the other hand, if they had 
been extrem ely enthusiastic about 
the Republican perform ance of the 
p ast two years, it seem s reason­ 
able to belive they would have 
increased the GOP control of Con­ 
gress. They did the reverse. 
The am azingly even division of 
v o ters’ thinking was best reflected 
in the Senate races w here, in Ore­ 
gon, Ohio and New Jersey , only 
a few thousand votes separated the 
candidates although roughly five 
m illion votes 
w ere cast 
in the 
three states. 
And the D em ocrats achieved no 
sm ashing 
m ajority in capturing 
control of the House over P resi­ 
dent 
E isenhow er’s 
u r g e n t 
pleas to keep the Republicans in 
charge. 
Of the 435 House seats the D em ­ 
o crats won 232 to the R epublicans’ 
203. They did it by gaining 17 seats. 
The R epublicans m ay try to con­ 
sole them selves by recalling that 
for half a century—with one ex­ 
ception, 1934—the party in control 
of C ongress has lost som e seats in 
the m id-term elections. 
And they m ay argue th a t their 
loss of 17 seats this y ear w as fa r 
less than the recent average of 
40 seats picked up by the party 
out of pow er in the m id-term bal­ 
loting.

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BURNING CIGARETTE PAPER 
A LINE IN the dispatch said: “The cig­ 
arette industry reacted quickly to the re­ 
port.” The report was that of a researcher 
of the Cancer Institute of Miami who told a 
meeting of the American Chemical Soci­ 
ety that burning cigarette paper makes a 
powerful compound that causes cancer in 
mice. 
Said the chairman of the Tobacco Indus­ 
try Research Committee: “The public can 
rest assured the cigarette companies are 
alive to the question and are doing some­ 
thing about it.” 
It's safe to predict that research to elim­ 
inate this newly-reported poison is going to 
be the big priority for study, just as filters 
are the industry’s best answer, so far, to 
previous accusations against cigarettes. 
Modern science can do wonders. 
Cigarette smokers will continue to hope 
the double-dome researcher can somehow 
save them from the effects of their o w n 
vices. Some other smokers who have al­ 
ready reached the point of quitting may do 
so now as a result of this latest report.

i e AN EVEN KEEL 
COST OF LIVING remains stable. The 
cost of living in September was a trifle 
lower in August, and figures for October 
are expelled to show a further drop. But 
the decreases are almost infinitesimal. 
The data comes as usual from the 
monthly report of the Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics of the Department of Labor. Secre­ 
tary Mitchell finds the average f a c t o r y 
worker in September could buy more goods 
and services with his take-home pay than 
in any September since World War II. 
Costs of clothing, rents fuel and medical 
care rose slightly. But prices of fresh fruits 
and vegetables and some meats dipped. 
(Coffee, off 12 cents a pound, led the de­ 
clines. 
The cost of living is high, but all prices 
are relative. They must be regarded in the 
light of what a dollar will buy. With a na­ 
tional per capita income the highest in 
world history, supported by high modern 
productivity, a larger proportion of Amer­ 
icans than in any previous period are liv­ 
ing well.

Union is the guarantee for the building of 
a Socialist society in China and for the wel­ 
fare of the Chinese people and their young­ 
er generations.” 
Further the “Ta Kung Pao” says: 
“The international aid—in particular the 
unselfish aid of the Soviet Union to China 
—is an important factor for building up i 
Socialism in this country.” 
Naturally, the view that the Communist 
Party of China is or has ever been Inde­ 
pendent of the authority of the Kremlin is 
not popular in the United States because it 
is not true. It has never been true. F u r ­ 
thermore, the Communist Party of China is 
| the first anti-American party ever to have 
come into existence in that c o u n t r y . 
‘Pravda,” on October 12, published the 
Russo-China Communist line toward the 
United States:

Weekly Food Review

Pork, lam b and chicken get top 
billing this week as outstanding 
meat buys for the budget-minded 
chopper. 
And to add a little variety, some 
stores around the country are 
featuring ham and veal. 
Housewives planning week - end 
menus are not likely to find many 
spectacular bargains in the choicer 
cuts of beef. However, church steak 
occupies a prominent spot among 
the “specials” being advertisted by 
some of the larger chains. 
Breakfast sausage is a featured 
Item in many cities. 
Canned tuna fish is available at 
bargain-basement prices, thanks to 
a huge increase in imports earlier 
in the year. 
“Specials” in pork this week in­ 
clude roast lion of pork and center 
cut chops. In lamb, prices are 
marked down in some areas on 
roast leg of lamb, rib and shoulder 
(but not loin) chops, and lamb for 
stewing. 
Chicken bargains can be bound 
In virtually all popular categories-— 
roasting 
chickens, broilers 
and 
fryers, and fowl. 
While meat price trends are not 
clearly defined, indications are 
that total meat supplies will be 
more than Ample for the rest of 
1954. This year’s crop of spring 
pigs is 13 pdr cent more than last 


year’s; veal is in abundant supply. 
Department of Agriculture spe­ 
cialists predict Americans will eat 
more m eat this year, with per 
capita consumption up about two 
pounds per person from 1953. Next 
year it may be even greater. 
Taking a quick look at the pro­ 
duce 
counter, 
prices 
of 
some 
staples like cabbage and potatoes 
are a shade higher this week, but 
still low enough 
to qualify 
as 
bargains. Marketing experts list 
them in the category of “ outstand­ 
ing buys.” 
Most varieties of winter squash 
are plentiful and cheap, and tur­ 
nips remain a favored item for 
thrifty buying. 
“ Good” 
buys 
Include onions, 
cauliflower, sweet potatoes, west­ 
ern lettuce and Florida cucumbers. 
Rich red tomatoes from California 
are being featured in some mid­ 
west and eastern markets. 
Em peror grapes from California 
and apples from the Eastern Sea­ 
board are among the best buys in 
fresh fruits. Cantaloupes are scarce 
and generally higher in price, but 
most other melons are in good sup­ 
ply. Florida limes are reasonably 
priced and abundant. 
Egg prices are up again this 
week in some cities. Butter prices 
are mostly lower, but dealers with 
large stocks on their hands look for 
an increase in butter eating in the 
coming holiday season.

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Ohio Dairy Farmers Promised New, Full Study Of Problems 


R O U N D U P 


Pickaway County farmers can 
obtain experienced advice and 
up-to-date literature on their far­ 
ming problems at the County Ex­ 
tension Office located in the Post 
Office Building, S. Court St., Cir­ 
cleville. The office here is the 
link between district farmers and 
the College of Agriculture, Ohio 
State University. 


Ohio dairy farmers have been 
promised a “thorough, objective 
and impartial” study of the state’s 
dairy problems by Ohio Farm Bur- 
Federation. Results of the 
eau 
study will be presented to the Ohio 
General Assembly next January. 
Showing 
considerable 
dissatis­ 
faction in the progress being made 
to correct the many ills currently 
besetting 
dairy 
producers, 
the 
Farm Bureau announced the sign­ 
ing of Dr. Clare W. Pierce, pro­ 
fessor of agricultural economics, 
Penn State College, generally re­ 
cognized as one of the top dairy 
authorities in the nation, to under­ 
take the study. Dr Pierce will be 
assisted by Dr. William Butz, also 
of Penn State. 
According to D. R. Stanfield of 
Westerville, assistant executive 
secretary of OFBF, “The Farm 
Bureau dairy study will evaluate 
the problems by making compar­ 
isons between milk markets with­ 
in the state and between Ohio 
markets and out-of-state mar­ 
kets. 
“The causes of the present situa­ 
tion will be examined. Out of this 
should come understanding of the 
results which might be attained if 
any one of several alternative so­ 
lutions were attempted.” 
Pointing out that Ohio milk prices 
to producers have dropped steadily 
since February, 1952, while prices 
to the consumers have remained 
about tile same, Stanfield emphas­ 
ized the need for concrete action 
to stabilize the dairy industry here. 
For example, estimated aver­ 
age milk prices received by Ohio 
farmers, according to the Depart­ 


ment of Agricnlture, for all milk 
sold at wholesale to plants and 
dealers was $5.54 per hundred­ 
weight in February, 1952. By Sep­ 
tember, 1952, prices fell off to 
$5.01, while in September of this 
year, dairymen received only 
$4.10 per hundredweight. 
“It is our hope” , Stanfield said, 
“to rally the support of all Ohio 
dairy farmers behind a program - 
one that will be fair both to pro­ 
ducers and consumers. 
Considerable information is like­ 
ly to be unearthed in the area of 
milk distribution costs. Results of 
an investigation made recently by 
the House Agriculture Committee 
showed that farmers who supplied 
milk for the Chicago market (June, 
1954) received eight cents ‘ per 
quart, while farmers who supplied 
milk for the New York City market 
received twelve cents a quart for 
milk which sold to urban house­ 
wives in both cities for 25 cents a 
quart.

Maybe It is too early to get out 
your red flannels, but the time 
is just right to make winter 
plans for wildlife, says R. K. 
Davis, extension wildlife conserv­ 
ationist. 
Farmers interested in future 
wildlife crops can take steps now 
to insure food and cover for 
carrying game over the coming 
winter—always the toughest sea­ 
son for both birds and meat an­ 
imals. Next year’s crop depends 
partly upon the brood stock which 
lives through the winter. 
Best winter food for pheasants 
and game animals is a row of 
corn left standing near good cov­ 
er area such as protected ditch­ 
es and woods borders. To pre­ 
serve winter cover, avoid burning 
fence rows, ditch banks and wood 
borders this Fall. 
You can help rabbits with a few 
well-placed brush piles in woods 
and waste areas not used for 
crops or pasture. Native shrubs 
and grasses should be growing 
nearby.

Fertilized wheat averaged 
13 
more bushels per acre than unferti­ 
lized wheat in 1954 tests on 18 farms 
in Eastern and Central Kansas, re­ 
ports the Middle West Soil Im­ 


provement Committee in citing re­ 
sults summarized by Dr. Floyd 
Smith, Kansas State College agro­ 
nomist. 
Increases of as much as 28 bus­ 
hels per acre from the use of fert­ 
ilizer were obtained on some in­ 
dividual fields, Smith said. 
Smith estimates that fertilizer 
returned n ore than $4 for every 
$1 invested in plant food. Even 
in severe drought areas, there 
was usually enough yield increase 
to pay the cost of the fertilizer 
treatment he said. 
Summing up the results of Kan­ 


sas tests over the year, Smith de­ 
clared: 
“If a farm er will have his soil 
tested and it he follows recom­ 
mendations for the use of phos­ 
phate, potach and n i t r o g e n , he 
should realize a $2 to $3 return for 
every $1 invested in fertilizer ma­ 
terials. 
“In some years returns may not 
be this good. But under particularly 
favorable conditions, such as we 
had in 1954 in extreme Eastern 
Kansas, returns may be as high as 
$4 to $5 for every $1 spent on fert­ 
ilizer.”
